The Ethioplan Forelgn Minister 
vigorously rejected Libya's charges 
and suggested It should be ex- 
pelled fram the OAU. 

The official Libyan news agency, 
in ἃ dispatch from Tripoli, said the 
protest was contained in a memo- 
randum from Acting Foreign Minis- 
ter Abdel Αἰεὶ el-Obeld! to the OAU 
secretary-general. 

The agency quoted the memoran- 
dum as saying the Libyan delega- 
tion, led by Information Minister 
Abu Zeid Durdah, were searched 
and suffered other “provocations” in 
Addis Ababa. One member of the 
delegation was held at Addis Ababa 
airport for three hours, the memo- 
Tandum said 

“This showed (Ethiopian) un- 
readiness to shoulder the responsi- 
bilities dictated by ‘international 
law," the memorandum said, 

A delegation of Libyan newsmen 
was also prevented from covering 
the conference, the memorandum 
seld. 


LIBYA ON ATTACK 


Referring to Libya's call for the 
transfer of the OAU headquarters 
from Addis Ababa to Cairo, the 
memorandum said the ill-treatment 
of tthe Libyans “dissipates any 
doubt that Addis Absba is no long- 
er fit to be the capital of the OAU. 

“It also backs the view that the 
headquarters should be moved to 
en African capital, worthy of the 
organization's objectives and ambi- 
tions,” the memorandum said. 

The agency seid Obeid asked the 
protest should be conveyed to. the 
Ethiopian government and all OAU 
member-states. 

During the 10th OAU anniversary

Referring to the Somalia-Ethiopia 
dispute, and to Libyan accusations 
against Ethiopia, he said he had 
been distressed by some of the 
speeches during Saturday's anniver-

Meanwhile, African leaders sought 
to mediate in the bitter frontier dis- 
pute between Somalia and Bthiopia 
which threatened to overshadow the 
summit conference. At a private 
meeting the leaders set up a special 
conciliation committee for Somalia 
and Ethiopia and sent a delegation 
to Mogadishu to persuade Somali 
President Siad Barre to attend the 
summit.

Upon his election he said that his 
chief goal was to work towards 
intercommunal harmony between 
Ashkenazim and Sephardim, as it 
exists in his neighbourhood. He also 
has plans to tackle other problems 
in town, such as that of idle youth 
caused by the fact that places of 
entertainment are closed on Friday 
night. He would not detail his 
plans, but ‘he did say they would 
mot involve desecration of the Sab- 
bath. 


Rabbi Halevi said his object, too, 
was harmony. “I hope to be every- 
one's rabbi — not only the rabbi 
of some — and I hope to be work- 
ing in very close cooperation with 
my Ashkenazi counterpart," be said. 
Rabbi Halevi was born in Jeru- 
salem 55 years ago and has been 
Serving as Chief Rabbi of Rishon 
Lezion for the past 22 years. He 
admitted that he is still unfamiliar 
with the specific problems of Tel 
Aviv and said he would be devot- 
ing a good deal of time to studying 
them. Rishon’s Sephardi community, 
meanwhile, is reported to be sorry 
about losing tts popular rabbi. 

The Religious Council spokesman 
there told The Jerusalem Post it is 
hoped that a joint. induction cere- 
mony for the two rabbis may be 
held soon. No date has yet been 
fixed. 


SAW RABBI YOSEF 


At the end of the voting a dele- 
gation composed of members of the 
electorate went to each rabbi’s 
house to inform him of the result, 
Rabbi Halevi then came to Rabbi 
Frenkel's home, from when the 
two proceeded to the home of Se- 
Phardi Chief Rabhi Yosef.

A third of the electorate was 
composed of City Council members, 
another third of Religious Council 
representatives, and the remainder 
of representatives of the city’s 32 
largest synagogues. The electoral 
college was half Sephardi and half 
Ashkenazi, with Mayor Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz serving as its chairman.

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John Dean in interview: 
‘Inquiry team set up to try to link 
anti-war protestors to Democrats’ 


NEW YORK. — John Dean, sacked 
White ‘House counsel, said yesterday 
& special investigating team was set 
up because the presidential staff was 
unhappy that the existing security 
agencies coukd not link anti-war 
demonstrations directly to Democra- 
tic party leaders. 

Mr. Dean was sacked for his role 
in the Watergate bugging scandal. 

In an interview with “Time” maga- 
zine, Mr. Dean also characterized 
President Nixon’s latest stance on 
the Watergate scandal as a “public 
relations statement” and said he 
probably would not testify about 
what he knew If he is indicted. 

The Senate Watergate investigat- 
ing committee already has asked 
for immunity for Mr. Dean — which 
would prevent him ‘from. being pro- 
secuted on the basis of anything he 
tells the committee—but the Justice 
Department so far has refused to 
agree. 

“If indicted, I'l! probably never 
testify. Maybe everyone will have 
to wait until I'm an old man and 
write a book,” Mr. Dean told “Time.” 

Be also said that when all the 
facts are known, several additional 
Federal grand juries will be con- 
vened, in addition to the ones already 
Investigating the Watergate case.

He was 
already their student of the Kiev 
Academy of Arts and Architecture, 
still answering to his father’s name 
of Sapozhnikov. He drew the old 
synagogues, left unattended in the 
little towns — perbaps the last art- 
ist to record Jewish religious art 
in southern Russia. 

“Y was a Zionist from boyhood.” 
In 1922, after he graduated from 
the academy, “the best art school 
in Russia” (Rybak and Mane Katz 
were his schoolmates), he left for 
Palestine. ; : 

In Jerusalem, where ‘he first lived, 
he painted and exhibited with other 
young enthusiasts,- but worked as 
a day-labourer. Fascinated by the 
theatre, he designed sets for the 
first "Ohel” performance, put on by 
Moshe Halevy in Tel Aviv in 1925. 

In Tel Aviv, he met Alexander 
Yevzerov, a boisterous personality 
who conceived of a ‘ Levant 
Fair and asked El-Hanani to design 
the Jay-out. The first Fair was only 
big in terms of little Tel A'viv: It 
occupied the area of the old central 
bus station. In 1934 El-Hanani began 
working on the Levant Fair Grounds 
beside the Yarkon River and the 
Maccabia stadium. When it opaned 
two years later, Palestine was al- 
ready ablaze with the Arab "dis- 
turbances.” 

The third Levant Fair was only 


designed by Hi-Hanant and his 
associates in the fields across the 
Yarkon River. Critics were angry 
that space was being “wasted” and 
that the Fair was too far away from 
the clty.

If you 
haven’t got the point yet: in Israel, one has to buy an apartment, and there is no control on the price, and there is no ceiling on the 
prices asked. Thousands of. families live in Roma treraiing standards and reach a frustr ated, hopeless and helpless mental stage, which 
has all the ingredients of a social explosion. 


A young man and a young woman, starting out to build a common life, face a major obstacle in their lives: housing. It is simply not there 
to rent. It must be bought. . 


The average “apartment” in Israel, about 80 square metres, costs about 80,000 Israel Poun ds, of which 20,000 pounds must be given as a

money simply isn’t available, even at the nom inal rate of 15-20 per cent per annum. 


And the Government, for reasons known to itself, refuses to control prices of real estate, or free enough government held land to bring 
down the prices. Building materials are soaring sky high, and the situation is getting worse instead of better. So the young married couple 
moves in with parents, into an already over crowded dwelling, with disastrous family re sults. 


During the last three years, living in Jerusalem and meeting many of its people, I started to understand the hopelessness which sets in among 
many honest hard-working young people, who do not carry their demands into the streets and who have no spokesman. 


We have some frightful pockets of poverty exis ting amid the great building boom which engulfs Israel. The contrast is growing, the gulf is 
widening. We, who live in an American metropolis, know that the results of such situations are riots, squatting, and social unrest. The 
families who are blessed with numerous children, and the young married couples, are entitled to adequate housing, and the solution, long 
overdue, is rentable housing. 


A solution must be found to make rentable housing, at internationally accepted rental rat es, available for everyone, everywhere in Israel. 


I don’t know all of you, but I have-had the privilege of meeting some of you. Each of us has his own story to tell. Many of you came to the 
United States, most probably with a suitcase in one hand, and a pillow wrapped in a blanket and tied with string in the other hand, as I did. 
If you are second generation American, most probably your parents arrived in much the same manner. The Almighty was very good to us. 
Some of you survived the European holocaust and picked up the broken pieces and started miraculous life anew. Surely, all of you, from 


wherever you came, did not come here to find out what privileges Israel has to offer for your investment. All of you have one compassionate 


inner drive, shown by your attending this con ference: to help your fellow man and to help Israel. 


Pray tell, what more noble task is there than helping to give people a minimum of human dignity, by giving them an adequate place in 
which to live. ‘Put rare for one moment, in the ‘humiliating position of a father who cann ot provide his family with housing ofa minimum - 


standard. 
Collectively, you are blessed with Gedgiven Brain power. and economic isewithal, sand a common love of Israel. This is indeed a rare 


_ combination. You can find a solution of this, problem, if you so wish. You, who were so suc cessful in building your business empires, can 


surely work out plans to put Israel on a par with all modern countries in the world, where a working man can rent an apartment of mini- 
mum decent human standards, where a young couple can pursue their dreams of life without being saddled with the unbearable burden. of 
buying an apartment and mortgaging for life their and their parents’ belongings. 

By finding an adequate solution to this grave hu man problem, you will make your trip to Israel this time worthwhile.
